It was agreed that he would draft a statement of understanding as a 
hasis for future discussion with our Office.

Ij.. The Budget Bureau hearings on the DD/l area were completed with 
the hearing of O/CD. It is believed that the hearings were very 
valuable in providing a better understanding with the Budget Bureau 
examiners as to the nature of and necessity for our activities. Detailed 
Budget data was discussed only briefly in the instance of each Office 
and the Budget examiners seemed to be impressed by the fact that our 
present estimates^in general^ already reflected a significant reduction 
from the estimate£^rigmaU.y submitted to them last fall. With reference 
to Biographic, volunteered" that he did not believe that 

significant savings would result from the Department of State servicing 
of biographic requests on political personalities because of the need 
for the analyst to reviev^a^jreports to sort out the scientific and eco- 
nomic. ( Editor's Note : the Biographic Register, 

advised, during a subsequent luncheon meeting, that very little time was 
required by the analysts in "scanning" reports and discarding those 
having only political significance. On the contrary, he stated that 
considerable time was being saved by the analysts through elimination 
of the time consuming processing of political figures, making possible 
the undertaking of many additional work projects which had not been 
possible heretofore, as well as imp roved coverage of the scientific 
and economic fields. briefed me on the recent reorganiza- 

tion of the Biographic Register which has merged the two former branches 
(Political and Economic, and Scientific and Technical) into one covering 
Scientific, Technical and Economic with area subdivisions. He believes 
that the new unifunctional approach by area will result in a more 
efficient and effective use of the analysts.) 
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
